The monibera of the royal 
family should bo able to conio and go in 
Ireland as freely as thoy do in Scot- 
land. The trouble is that Englishmen 
diatrpat Irishmen atid have always mani- 
fea'ted a nervous anxiety for the safety 
of those they have sent thero to 
govern. This distrust has beun met 
with distrust, since tho fiiiuous visit to 
the Green Isle of George lY. and until the 
present visit of the Pn'.ice and Princess of 
Wales there has been no real ovidonco of 
loyal feeling exhibited by the Irish 
people. Tho visit will do good. It w ill 
show the Irish that their future King is 
not afraid to go among them and loarn thoir 
wants with a view to relieving thoni when- 
ever practicable. Wa hope and believe 
that tho royal visit will pass off prosper- 
ously and that it will lead to a good on- 
deratanding and mutual confidence bu- 
'tween 'Ihe ■ go'verhmont and the people 
which will pave the way for the introduc- 
tion of many necessary reforms. 

TEE BEBELLION. 

The telegraphic report of Mr. Dewd- 
ney's recall is not confirmed. He has not 
been superseded by Mr. Royal. The ob- 
ject of tho last-named gentleman's visit 
to Winnipeg was to request Archbishop 
Tache to use his influence in arranging a 
compromiao' with Bjel.v^.iMc." Eoyal has 
returned to Ottawa '^and liia mission is 
believed to have prospered. The rebellion 
is spreading rapidly. Tho Northwest is 
ablaze. Many settlers and thoir families 
have, undoubtedly lost their lives; but 
details are very meagre. The Frog Lake 
tragedy was cowardly and unprovoked and 
it is to be feared it is a forerunner of 
dreadful news that has still to come in 
from other quarters. The opposition 
press attribute to Governor Dowdnoy 
the responsibility for this outbreak

depriving the Indians of their just dues 
and that he has applied for his own en 
richmont the money parliament voted for 
the support of the natives. Mr. Dewd 
nay is a British Columbian, and that is 
the reason his appointniont has never 
been popular in Eastern Canada. Before 
he entered upon the duties of his office ho 
was bitterly assailed by the press and 
politiofanB. They could gazo approvingly 
upon the -spiectaolo of eastern men being 
sent to govern in British Columbia; but 
the moment tho principle was applied to 
themselves they inaugurated a disgraceful 
system of persecution and have 
continued it to this day. Tlioro 
ia reason to believe that Mr. Dowdney 
has been grossly misreproneiited, and that 
to the attacks upon him, more than to 
any other cause, ia due the present rising. 
The Dominion will have its hands full in 
putting down the rebels and many brave 
soldiers will fall before Riel and his fol- 
lowers are subdued. The .Americans in 
such emergencies trust more to diplomacy 
than to fighting. They buy up whole 
tribes of Indiuns, arm them and send 
them itJtp tho field to asaifit in destroying 
tho rebels. This system will have to be 
copied by Gen. Middletun if he is desir- 
ous of quelling the rebellion in a single

As for England, war necessi- 
tates^ government burrowing on a great 
s(»Ie, and. the Issue of masses of new 
stock will lessen the pressure of money 
upon the existing channels of investment, 
andioitend to lower and to level prices. 
Thft effect will be rather to stimulate than 
to depress trade, to create a demand for 
all that is needed for tho equipment and 
provisioning of armies, and to give an im- 
pi'tua^to the shipping trade. Suupliea of 
CoafSfe needed for the strong fleets wo 
should keep upon tho sea, and the exist- 
ing plethora of labor will be reduced by 
drafting into tho fighting force or roservoa.

INDIAN liAND, ^4' 

The Indistu's View of the L.:iiid 
Question. 

I.«ttci- from Chief ITI01111 tutu and 
Otlieis. 

m — 

The following letter translated from the 
language of the Metlakahtlans has been 
forwarded to us for publication by several 
of tho Indian 'chiefs in the Northwest 
coast. It speaks for itself : — 

To THE Enrroli: — Wu wi.sh to say a fuw 
words about our land — tho land we live on 
and use— thq.land our fathera^ocoupiod; 
"j^jElje oije thing ; that .trjj.ublff irpur 



heartsan'd qntil "this trouble is'looked into 
and settled justly we fear it will remain. 
It should not bo foryotlon that wo occu- 
pied this land before wo. saw a white man; 
each tribe had its own piece of land, 
bounded by some atroiini or iiiouiitaiii, 
which all tribes recognized and one tribe 
would no|. JBjltpre anath^r'a ^ithout a 
general war following. " ' 

Each tribe then subdivides their land 
amongst tho several villagoa and families 
that compoae the tribe, for fishing, trap- 
ping and hunting and [or berrying, ao 
each man. occupied hia own placo-and no 
one would interfere with him. ,. 

We believed the'land was our o^a, wn 
had iio fcause to doubt this; and we' ' wore 
not a little surprised wlion the miasioii- 
aries told us tho land l)tiliiii;.^iid to tho 
(Juoen. Trouble would liiivo taken place 
at onco had they not told us too tho 
Queen would act justly by us. And that 
if wo stopped our tribal wars and became 
friendly to the whitB Wen, honor tlio 
Queen and obey her laws, she would 
watch over us and protect our rights. Wo 
believed their words :iii<l atopiiL'tl our 
wars, and looked upon tins wtiitu mon R« 
our friends! Wo never liiuuglu that in 
taking; tho Queen's Hag tu wave ovi-r ua, 
and her laws to guide us, and in ackiioH - 
ledging h«r as our Quoeil, we were to be 
stripped of our land, driven from garden.1 
wo had cleiirod mid cultivated, niaflu tci 
takedown our hou.fcs uliero our f.ilher.-* 
had lived before u.s, and move oil the 
land we had always occupied. 

When wo would seek for an explanation 
our niiaaionariea would tell us not to bo 
troubled: that wise white men would be 
sent to explain to us and measure off our 
land so that no evil disposed person could 
take it from our children. 

After expecting a white chief for some 
time Mr. O'Reilly came. We all met 
together in tho school house, and after ho 
enquired what land wo wanted Chief 
Mountalu unswdreu hiiQ and Bsked if >. ur 
land might commence at a little stream 
only a short distance up the rivor to take 
in our fruit trees. Mr. O'Ruilly shook 
his head, answering " No ! there's only 
trees on the ground; it's no use to y.iu." 
In fact ho took no notice of our wishes or 
needs, and tho land he act apart for uf. is 
far too small— scarcely any of it could be 
cultivated. It does not include our sal- 
mon atroams or our berry grooiid.s. Mr. 
O'Reilly was a stranger and did not un- 
derstand our requirements or the places 
we used. 

We put before Mr. O'Reilly the fact 
that a white man, Mr. James Gray, had 
taken part of our village alto, a piuco of 
land we had cleared, and ni;iny had made 
a-irfWa ..v".i...i* „Crjj'"...w.bi';b..Jju"',.."'f\ro 
land. Wo protested asjainst it but ho d 
clared he had bought it from the Hudson 
Bay Co., which was untrue. Mr. O'Reilly 
Saw the land and talked with Gray. Mr. 
O'Rielly said had tho Government known 
the truth, namely, that It was our garden 
ground, they would not have permitted 
Gray to drive ua off or have given him a 
crown grant. Mr. O'Rielly aaid "it is 
just as though stolon from you, that's 
how bad men do tsget what they want by 
lying." He further said that he did not 
have power to return the land to us, but 
he would ask tho government to buy it 
from Gray and return it to us. Then if 
Gray refused to sell it, he added, tlie 
government had power when thoy knew 
the facts that it had been obtained false- 
ly, to take it from him and return it to ua. 

Again, the late iVIr. .1. J. Robertsim 
came to our fishing village. The gr.iund 
all along the bank wa.i oecupieil l>y Indian 
houses, and he coulil find no place, s<> he 
gave an Indian iiW to move his houtie 
away and lend him tlio land; By and by 
ho wanted mure laud to oiihirge hia hou.se, 
so he told us he wantecl to htdp us, k 1 «e 
must lend him the land, stiitin:,' tli.it 
Doctor Powell was his [t.ir u c, mid 
that they wiahed to help u.s by teiiclriig 
us how to work. And though they kept 
crowding us more and more, yet we 
thought that it was all right, as our Indian 
commiasloner was interested in the iifl'.ui , 
and wo 8up[)oaed that he would watcli mir 
intereals. When Dr. Powell visited iijj 
hero ho said we iiiu.-it work well and hel|) 
on the business beuaiiso hu had an interest 
in it, and desired to help us. A year 
after this they oommencetl to fence the 
land in and forbid us to walk on our own 
path and tolling us they had a cr.nvn 
^'rant for the land. Wo cannot uniler- 
stand how tho crown grant wa.s ■■btaiiied, 
as the ground lias never boon ."ilaked 
orsurveytJ. They compelled Induui.i to 
move houses otl' this land. We believe 
that false reprosoiitatioiis have been made 
to the govorninont, or a crown L;rant 
would never have been f,'ranted to l.uid 
unsurveyed and on which the Imiiunri 
wore living. How ia it that Dr. Puwoll 
permits this '( 

The men who deceive" us so as to get 
hold of our land go abroad ind stale that 
the dissatisfaction among us is occ:iaiuned 
by the iniasioimries. This wo deny. It 
ia true the uiissionariea hiive told us that 
the government would treat us justly and 
that no one would be permitted to disturb 
us, but these assurances have been far 
fram fulfilled. 

How is it when the govornmant want 
informatiiin that they seek it tlirnugh the 
very parsons who wrong us — men who 
would take thoir lives if they were not 
afraid of tho law ( How oan tho yovorn- 
ment hope to got at tho truth in this 
way? 

We bog to assure all that wo are loyal 
to tho Queen, that we love and obey her 
laws, and wo ventiiro to a.iy it w luld be 
more diflicult to find more peaceable set- 
tlements than our villages are. Wo 
also would remind our frionda that wo — 
tho northern Indians — are very dilleroiit 
from the pour Flathead Indians soon on 
tho atreeta of Victoria. Wo havo seen 
them ourselves without hata, coat» or 
shoes, hair uncombed and faces dirty, and 
wretched hovol/j to live in, thoir only am- 
bition to obtain bad, whiskey. Bat wo 
are striving to imitate reepeotablo white 
people. Wo havo comfortable iiouaea, 
good clothes and endeavor to keep our- 
selves and children docont. Wo think 
the government, and all good wliite people 
will approve of this.

niarrltise: In ntgh 
Indian Society. 
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To iHE-EDrroa; — Perhaps a few. worjs 
from this out-of-the-way part of the pro- 
vince Would not bo inaccoptablo to you or 
your reader.-!; if so I would bo glad if 
you will find space In yoUr valuable jour- 
nal for what I send you. After a long 
and dreary winter spring has set in, and 
a little earlier than other years. Tho 
cold weather commenced early tho past 
season; on thb lOfh December tho ice 
began to form on the river and on tho 
llith there waa good travelling for a dis- 
tance of 40 nillea up the river. Wo have 
had comparatively very little snow, but 
tho cold was iiiteuso, the thonnometor 
regiatering 40 ° below zero for weeks 
during the moiiths of January and Feb- 
ruary. This, accompanied by strong 
northerly windsj made it almost impoa- 
Hiblo to stand out of doors without being 
well wrapped. But all that ia forgotten 
now when spring opens once more and 
every one i.s busy at the oolaeliaii fishing, 
svhicli 1 am sorry to say has proven a fail- 
ure this year. The Indiana have not 
caught enough to make one half the 
quantity of grease they reouiro for their 
own use. They will catch enough for 
Siilting and drying purposes, but the grease 
is thoir stap'.o food, as they use it on al- 
most everything they eat. The want of 
tlii.s article ia f^roally felt by them. 

I lieiiril in a ca.uial niaiiiu'r of tho en- 
quiry held at iMi'tlnkahtla soino inonllis 
ago and it cortuinly, Mr. Editor, strikes 
mo that it was a very one sided alFair. 1 
nay une-sided, bocauao I think thoro 
should have been more nrituesses called 
on the p irt of Mr. Duncan, as all those 
who givo ovidence on that occasion were 
porioiis who were, and always have boon, 
bitterly opp , Bed to the policy of that 
gentleman. It is strange why thoro were 
no witnesses called from Naas Rivur. I 
am sure the coniniisaioners could havo 
obtained very useful Information from 
this locality, but apparently thoy came up 
deturminod to find for Bishop Ridley, 
which they did, and in strong languano 
oniideinned the man who made Motlakahtia 
wliat it is and whoso iianio is respected 
by the Indiana all over this section; 
but 1 can add nothing more tu what has 
already been said by others with regard 
to the success of Mr. Duncan's mission 
work. Bishop Ridley has yet to make 
his mark. But with regard to this coni- 
miasion which was held at Motlakahtia. 
[ hold that tho trouliloa are not confined 
to there alone; they spread over a largo 
section of coast and country, and I think 
you will agree with me when I say that 
there ought to have been witnesses sum- 
moned from every aettlomont which was 
accessible at that time. But to my mind 
It was tho wrong season. Had it boon 
nosv, wli'jii the Indians are usaemblod oil 
Nana River in their thousanda, engaged 
ill tho onhichan Ualiiiig, then tho cominis 
that possibly could bo obtained on tho 
Motlakahtia difficulty. Thoro is a very 
unsettled feeling amongst those people 
juat now and there must be some other 
nieaiia used than that of tho oxpeiiaivo 
farco of sending a man-of-war to the 
parts. Tho people know perfectly well 
that a war vessel daro not fire a shot at 
them or thoir villayo, and the sooner you 
put a stop to that iioiisoiise tho bettor it 
will bo for everyone. What they 
want is a sottlemont fur thoir lands; 
if they are entitled to any remuneration 
let them have it; and if they are not, then 
yive Ihom to understand that they must 
not liKtk for any. You must remember 
that ill dealing with thoso people you are 
coming ill contact with men of no small 
sh.tre of ability. Thoy are very far re 
moved from tho apecimons you see wan- 
dering around Victoria. Here thoy are 
comfort, ibly housed, they dress well and 
as far as po.sHilile iniit.ile the whites, and 
nearly all of tluuii can read and write 
more or leas. They are, in fact, an intolli- 
gent people, but it must bo remombored 
that they are still Indians, and once 
arouse thein to a spirit of revenge the re- 
sult will be that tho innocent will suffer, 
when the renponsl'Dllity actually lies with 
those in authority whoso duty it Is to 
have this vexed land question settled now 
and furever. 

VVe were led to believe that Mr. Elliott 
was a|>pointod Indian .•\;,'eiit and .Stipend- 
aiy Miiyislrate fur lliea-i parts. It ia Very 
siiii^ular we nevor see anything of hlin up 
here, where just at present hia presence 
i-i urgently needed. Tho Indiana are in 
daily disputes with one another about 
their own land-s and the defining of thoir 
different reaervaliona, and even now Ihoro 
is a parly of them ^0110 down from hero 
to Hiiiqiauii tu take uut suinnionaes against 
others who havo troapaaaod on their 
rounds, and that means to them a sori- 
oua loss of timo, as by this delay they lose 
their fishing. All this oould be avoided 
if there was any one here in authority to 
decide on such niatters. The missionaries 
lo all thoy can to si-ttlo things ciulotly, 
but, as those jiontlenien are not lawyew, 
too much should not bo oxpocted uf them, 
for if they should happen to make :i mis- 
step the cry is riiisod that it ia all owing 
to the teachint^ ul the mi.ssionaries. 'J'hohe 
entleineii, Mr. Editor, havo done ond 
re doing a iiol>le work, mid I am afraid 
Ih.it when John Giant takes his final 
departure from this world of care he will 
not leave as good a record behind him as 
the least of thnso men who devote thoir 
time and taloiits to tho edification of tho 
Indian; and if that fiontloman should ever 
get to Naas River and visit tho Groon- 
villo mission, and bo entertained by tho 
Rsv. Mr. Gteen and his estimable wife 
and familylpKlwill lose no time in making 
a public aptjlogy to that gentleman for 
tho insult he gave him when the Motlak- 
ahtia affair was under debate in tho 
Hioiao. 

I am afraid I am making my communi- 
cation too long, but I must give you a 
short account of a sacred concert rendurod 
by the young men and women of the 
Greenville mission. It came off in their 
building near tho Naas River Fishery, 
and was well attended. The young people 
were taught their several parti by Miss 
Green, who is teacht'T of tho Mission 
School hero. 'J'hia young lady deaorvea 
great praise for tho pains and energy she 
boatowa on thoao under h.ar charge, as tho 
result of her -.vork la very apparent, Ilov. 
A. J3. Green jirosided, and after the rou- 
dering of oaoh piece he explained tho 
meaning of it to the ijiidlonco who re- 
ceived hia remarks with rapt attention. 
The perforoaanse ponoluded by the per-^ 
formers and audience joining in tho 
national anthem. 

Annthor aff'air I must mention heforo 1 
conclude — it waa what you would call a ■ 



marriage in high life; tho parties being 
tho son of the Kincolith chief and a 
daughter of the Greenvillo chief. The 
affair waa quite high toned; there were 
upwards of 1,000 pooplo aeatod at the 
marriage feast which was held in the 
building of the Naas River Fishery. Rev. 
Mr. Green, asaiated by the Rev. Mr. 
Collisfin, performed the ceremony. The 
bride waa adorned with tho traditional 
wreath and veil and looked very pretty in 
her bridal attiro; tho young man being a 
member of tho Kincolith brass band waa 
escorted to and from church by that body 
playing appropriate airs. There was quite 
a display of bunting and altogether the 
aff'air passed ofi nicely.

No one knows where he got the axo 
and soi one ever savr, him carry it back 
to wliere Ko got it lor the simple reason 
that he never returns it; but while he 
is at the tire he makes things lively. 
He is a perfect whirlwind of dostruc- 
tion;he batters in doors, cho]>3 window- 
blinds off smashes the fence down, and 
in his Erjtqtic desire to save property he 
demalishea everything that an axe will 
make an impression on. The crank, 
who is too weak to do any manual labor 
and lets his wife chop at the fire wood 
at liouie, will create havoc and destruc- 
tion for three blocks around a Hre. He 
has been known, when the post Uitch- 
inig post and pumps were cut down all 
aroun^ the block, to turn in and cut 
the shade trees down in the next lot to 
keep the fire from spreading. 

THE MAN WHO WANTS A I.ADDKIl. 

Then there is the man who has inoi- 
dinato desire for a ladder. In tones 
swelling into profanit;^ and excitement, 
he shouts: "Have any got a ladder; 
great gods, will none of you give me a 
ladder"— as if a ladder were something 
that everybody carried in his pocket 
like il jack-knife. When he can't get a 
ladder he tries to climb up the water- 
spout so that he niay, at the risk of 
breaking his neck, open some of the 
second story ■windows and let the air in 
and give tlie fire a chance. 

THE UEI.PLE.S.'i MAN. 

In contrast with the above vigorous 
character is the heljiless individual 
who goes about sv/inging his hands in 
a helpless manner, or carrying a pail 
with tbie bottom knocked out and get- 
ting the firemen's way; he gets tripped 
up with the hose, hit on the head with 
», bucket and knocked about generally. 
He stops the foreman of the hook und 
ladder corajjany and a.sks bini how the 
fire originated and if be thinks there is 
a chance of its spreading; but the fore- 
man only has time to adress some bad 
words to him' aiid 'tell some of his men 
to tip: the laader over on Jiim. - 

THE HXa OF OOURAOE. 
And the coura;;eou» man never fails 
to appear. He wants to make liiuiself 
useful. Hedosen't care whereas long 
as be is in a conspicuous place ' where 
the crowd caii see him. He will wrestle 
*ith the ho.se, crawl up the buidcr op 
th'e'*t6p''of the roof and have all the 
firemen swearing at him. About tliia 
time he gets a red-hot cinder down his j 
back and his courage oozes down into 
his boots along with a bucketful of icy 
cold water some iireman turns down his 
buck;, then be ^ues home and tells bis 
wife bow hard he has been working 
trying to save property. 

r THE KU.V.VV MAN. 

"VVe must not forgot the man who 
wants everybody to see the lire aiul en 
joy the fun. He gcncriilly wakes up 
half an honr afior tlii^ alarm 'b48 sound- 
ed, and everybody has gone to the fire 
that wanted to. He goes down the 
street yelling fire witli a voice like a 
fog horn, and if neople don't turn out 
fast enough to suit him he rings the 
the door bolls, rattles the window-shut- 
ters and gets all j: the dogs' in the vicini- 
ty barking,"anH then he goes away satis- 
fied. 

JIIE MAN WHO is TlIK l-'IliKM AN's FllIKNI). 

And the fireman'K friund always 
manages to get to the lire. He stalks 
among the crowd in a pompous man- 
ner rubbing his bands, and in a loud 
voice praising the firemen frotn- the 
chief down to the torch boys. The fire- 
men are working like hrroea and if 
they need help lie is willing to asHist 
them. About this time the hook and 
ladder men wish to pull down a mnall 
building and call for help on the ro[)e; 
at this, period tlie friend can be found 
on the opposite '<side of the street lean- 
ing against the fence with his hands in 
his pockets. After the fire is subdued 
someone asks the liromen down to the 
hotel to have sonietliing warm to pre- 
vent them from taking cold. The friend 
mingles with them and managOH to get 
tlireis'oirfoiir dirinks to a firtman's one. 

AND TIIE MAN WHO PIHST SAVT THE I-IKE. 

^ery prominent in the crowd at 
everv fire is the man who was the first 
to. see it.. There are usually about forty 
of him. Ho tells how ho happened to 
Hce it, and is very exact in regard to 
details, but everybody knows him well, 
haviuE sutlered from his egotistical nar- 
ratives, "liy^e Will' dismiss him along 
with tlie man who could iiave pub tbe 



fire out with two or three ])ailful3 of 
water, but failed to do so. And at the 
fire we ai.so meet the man who finds 
fault with the tardiness of the lire de- 
partment. He tells how he was on the 
ground a good half hour before the first 
company arrived; but he fails to tell 
that he was" sitting up with a sick 
friend acrous the street and wa.s ilres.sed 
for the ocea.^ion. IJiil wo will not ling- 
er with him, or the man who has the 
defective tlue theory regarding the 
origin of the tire, and the other cliap 
with the incendiary theory.
